The  Department  of  Conservation's  constitutional  mandate  guides  activities  as  we  work  to  carry  out  our  mission  of: 

-  Protecting  and  managing  the  forest,  fish  and  wildlife  resources: 

-  Serving  the  public  and  facilitating  their  participation  in  resource  management  activities;  and 

-  Providing  opportunities  for  all  citizens  to  use,  enjoy,  and  learn  about  fish,  forest,  and  wildlife  resources. 

The  Department  of  Conservation's  budget  request  is  funded  entirely  from  the  Conservation  Commission  Fund.  The 
Department  receives  no  general  revenue  funds.  The  economic  benefits  of  forest,  fish  and  wildlife  management 
include  over  $7  billion  of  business  activity  annually  in  Missouri.   Sources  of  revenue  for  the  Conservation 
Commission  Fund  include  hunting  and  fishing  permits,  commercial  permits,  nonresident  permits,  the  Conservation 
Sales  Tax,  and  sources  of  federal  assistance  including  the  Sport  Fish  and  Wildlife  Restoration  program  and  the  U.  S. 
Forest  Service.

Input  from  these  meetings  helped  guide  changes  to  the  Wildlife  Code  which  encourage  hunters  to  harvest  more  deer  and  balance  the 
composition  of  the  herd.  Some  changes,  notably  the  antler  point  restriction  and  telecheck  processing,  have  been  received  favorably  by  hunters.  Deer 
management  efforts  have  been  so  successful  that  control  of  the  deer  herd  and  reducing  its  size  is  now  a  primary  goal,  while  balancing  this  concern  with 
other  public  sentiments  that  value  and  appreciate  plentiful  deer,  including  the  views  of  deer  hunters  and  businesses  that  benefit  from  outdoor  recreation.

The  Departments  Sport  Fish  Restoration  program  manages  the  fish  of  Missouri  for  the  use  and  enjoyment  of  the  people.   Missouri  has  about  1,163,000  surface  acres 
comprised  of  nearly  900  public  lakes  (24%  of  the  total  surface  acres),  486  miles  of  Mississippi  River  and  553  miles  of  Missouri  River  (22%  combined),  almost  16,000 
miles  of  other  streams  (8%),  over  39,000  miles  of  intermittent  streams  (4%)  and  about  500,000  private  lakes  (43%).  These  waters  support  rich  and  diverse  aquatic 
communities  that  are  used,  enjoyed  and  appreciated  by  millions  of  people  each  year.   Fishing  is  one  of  the  most  popular  and  economically  important  uses  of  these 
waters.   Each  year,  Missouri's  1.2  million  sport  anglers  (16  years  of  age  or  older)  make  about  11.8  million  fishing  trips  and  spend  almost  a  billion  dollars  on  related 
goods  and  services.   In  support  of  this  program,  the  Department  operates  10  fish  hatcheries  and  maintains  over  900  areas  for  fishing.  Over  300  of  these  fishing  areas 
provide  motor  boat  access  to  lakes  and  streams.  The  decision  provides  funding  for  increased  operation  and  maintenance  costs  of  the  Sport  Fish  Restoration 
program.
